We take the liberty to publish an 
extract from a private letter from Miss 
Li/.zie Whitmore, of Oakland, Cal., 
formerly of 
Dixon, to relatives 
in 
this city . 
It shows that there they 
decorate their living heroes as well as 
the graves of their dead ones with 
flowers. 
The letter is dated May 27, 
and sa y s: 
“ We are having g reat excitement 
here about the war. 
Every day more 
soldiers arrive from various parts of 
the country , and the Presidio grounds 
are full to overflowing, resemblicg a 
city of tents 
They have 
utilized 
(lO den Gate Park for a camp-ground 
also, and most of the eastern troops are 
encamped there. 
Three shiploads, on 
the City of Pekin, 
Australia 
and 
Sy dney , left day before y esterday , ac­ 
companied by the battleship Charles­ 
ton, bound for Manila. 
Two more 
ships are being fitted up to accommo­ 
date the soldiers, and even they will 
not carry nearly half the men en­ 
camped here. W^hen the Pennsy lvania 
regiment arrived they 
marched up 
Market street on the way to camp 
literally covered with flowers; each 
had a calla lily stuck in the muzzle of 
his musket and flowers stuck in his hat, 
knapsack, and in the straps and every ­ 
where he could put them, and they 
made a very pretty sight, while the 
populace shouted itself hoarse. 
All 
the soldiers have expressed themselves 
as being very much pleased with their 
reception here.”
